Attorneys for Mrs. Fisher told 
the court such an order was neces- 
sary If she was to have the benefit 
of a January 12 supreme court rul- 
ing. In that ruling the court said 
Oklahoma must provide immediate 
law school facilities for Mrs. Fish- 
er. The justices said they must be 
equal to those provided for white 
persons. 


Oklahoma set up a separate ne- 


gro law school after the January 
12 ruling but Mrs. Fisher has not 
asked admission. Instead, her at- 
torneys petitioned the court that 
Oklahoma be compelled to admit 
her to the all-white university lawi 
school.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 
President Truman 
today 
asked 
congress for antl-lynchlng and a 
fair employment practice law. He 
also urged other measures to pre- 
serve civil rights. 
Mr. 
Truman submitted a 10- 
polnt program. 
First was a recommendation for 
establishment 
of 
a 
permanent 
commission on civil rights, a joint 
congressional committee on civil 
rights and a civil rights commis- 
sion In the department of justice. 
The president called for a speci- 
fic federal measure "to deal with 
the 
crime 
of lynching — against 
which I can not speak too strong- 
ly." 


On poll taxes, Mr. Truman said 
congress should vote a law "insur- 
ing that the right to vote In elec- 
tions for federal offices ahall not 
be contingent upon the payment of 
taxes."
